DETECTIVES are renewing their 
appeal for information after a 
man was stabbed in Haverhill 
High Street. 

The police were called at around 
12.30am on Saturday after the 
35-year-old victim was found in 
the town’s Camps Road. 

He had received a serious stab 
wound to his abdomen. 

He had been attacked by a group 
of three males and one female in 
the High Street, and had then 
walked to Camps Road. 

He collapsed there, and was 
assisted by members of the public. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service attended after they 
received reports of a person who 
had received stab wounds. 

They sent an ambulance officer, 
an ambulance and a critical care 
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team from the East Anglian Air 
Ambulance. 

The victim was taken by ambu¬ 
lance to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
where he underwent surgery for 
laceration to the abdomen. 

He remains in hospital and is in a 
stable condition.

Gym club

practise. Their planning 
application states that a 
business unit is one of 
the few affordable 
venues with the 
necessary floor space. 

The club currently has

expand and provide 
more opportunities to 
exercise to young 
people in Haverhill. 

The plan has received 
support from residents 
in the area, and 
consultation is ongoing. 

It will be considered 
by the St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council 
planning committee.

A YOUNG man who went missing on 
Saturday has been found safe and well. 

Jonathan Glenister, 20, from Haverhill, 
was reported missing at lunchtime on 
Monday, April 27, after he failed to 
return home. 

He had texted saying that he would be 
staying with a friend in Cambridge on 
Saturday, April 25, but had not been 
heard from since, which was said to be 
out-of-character. He did not turn up to 
work on Monday. 

He had been last seen by his friend in 


Cambridge, at around 7pm on Saturday, 
April 25. 

A police appeal to find him gained 
attention on social media. A link to the 
appeal was shared over 800 times on 
Facebook, and reached nearly 75,000 
people. 

Mr Glenister made contact with family 
members on Tuesday, April 28, and was 
located safe and well in Cambridge by 
police that afternoon. 

Police are thanking the media and the 
public for their help with this appeal.

South ward to 
get £200k grant 
for community 


A HAVERHILL ward is set to 
receive £200,000 in funding 
to support the community. 

The money is a grant 
secured by Community 
Action Suffolk from the 
People’s Health Trust. It will 
go towards projects in the 
Haverhill South ward, where 
the Clements Estate is situat¬ 
ed. 

Residents there have formed 
a “People’s Forum” to identify 
concerns, strengths and 
opportunities in the area. 

Ideas that have already been 
suggested by local people and 
organisations are activities 
for children and young peo¬ 
ple, a BMX track and a local 
small grants programme for 
local organisations. 

Residents began coming up 
with ideas in May last year. 

The People’s Health Trust 
requires local organisations 
to support local people and 
take control of designing, 
developing and delivering 
projects. 

David Smith, chairman of 
the Haverhill South People’s 
Forum, said: “The coming 
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months will be very exciting. 
The forum will be looking at 
the ideas we have already 
received and we will be lead¬ 
ing the ‘Local Conversation’ 
with residents to ensure that 
these ideas are truly repre¬ 
sentative of the needs of the 
community. 

“We will then be open for 
applications so these, and 
other, great ideas can be put 
into action.” 

Only two other wards in 
Suffolk - Kirkley in Lowestoft 
and Gainsborough in Ipswich 
- will benefit from such a 
grant. 

Andrew Wilesmith, senior 
development officer for local¬ 
ities at Community Action 
Suffolk said: “The residents of 
Haverhill South have worked 
hard to bring this idea to frui¬ 
tion. They have come forward 
with ideas they believe will 
help to make Haverhill South 
an even better place to grow, 
live, work and age. We are 
very excited to be at this stage 


and to see things start to hap¬ 
pen on the ground.” 

John Hume, CEO of People’s 
Health Trust said: “The Local 
Conversations programme is 
a unique opportunity to 
ensure that local people are 
genuinely in control of their 
local initiatives. 

“All too often we see project 
ideas being ‘passed down’ to 
local people with little sense 
of whether this is what local 
people want. The programme 
is about long-term engage¬ 
ment between local residents 
so that they can be in control. 
It’s what real grass-roots work 
should look like.” 

The programme will begin 
with the launch of the fund¬ 
ing, and will last until at least 
December 2016.

Warning 
issued 
over two 
scams

HAVERHILL residents are being warned to 
be on the alert over two scams targeting peo¬ 
ple in Suffolk. 

Suffolk Trading Standards published two 
warnings last Thursday and Friday on their 
blog about scams affecting residents across 
the county. 

One of the warnings is about a scam letter 
which tells recipients they have won the 
People’s Postcode Lottery. The other is about 
an email which asks people for the details of 
their PayPal account. 

Haverhill residents have shared their experi¬ 
ences with the scam emails on social media. 
One said she received an email purporting to 
be from PayPal on Monday, but checked to see 
if it was real. 

Suffolk Trading Standards state that the 
spoof emails have the subject line “Log in to 
PayPal to resolve a limitation on your 
account”, and are addressed to the recipient’s 
email address rather than their name. 

The emails contain a link to a fake website, 
where scammers can collect and steal per¬ 
sonal and financial information. 

The trading standards authority advises 
anyone who receives the fake email not to 
click on the link, and to forward it to spoof@ 
paypal.com. 

The other scam they are warning about is a 
letter sent in the post which tells people who 
receive it that they have won £825,000 in the 
People’s Postcode Lottery. 

Trading Standards have received a copy of 
the letter which was sent to a Suffolk resident. 

It encourages the addressee to part with per¬ 
sonal details and money upfront as a “pro¬ 
cessing fee”. 

If you are unsure whether a letter is genu¬ 
inely from the People’s Postcode Lottery, you 
can call their Customer Services team on 
08081 098 765. 

Steve Greenfield, head of Suffolk Trading 
Standards said: “We would advise residents to 
be vigilant if they receive any unexpected cor¬ 
respondence claiming they are entitled to a 
lottery win, or asking for personal details or 
bank details. Lottery scams and those asking 
for people to input their personal or bank 
details are common. If anyone is unsure 
whether what they have received is a scam 
they can get in touch with Trading Standards 
by calling 03454 040506.” 

If you have been a victim of either scam, you 
can report it to Action Fraud by calling 0300 
123 2040. 


247 postal ballot papers 
hand delivered after error 

THE borough council have hand-delivered 
replacement postal ballot papers in Clare after an 
error. 

St Edmundsbury Borough Council has apologised 
for an error in 247 postal ballot papers which were 
delivered in the ward over the weekend. 

A printing mistake meant that the ballot papers 
incorrectly stated that the borough council election 
in the ward was uncontested. 

The borough election in Clare ward is in fact 
contested. Only the parish election is uncontested. 

The council hand-delivered correct replacement 
ballot papers on Monday evening. 

Parliamentary postal ballot papers had already 
been correctly dlivered.

New police 
installation 
saves lives 

A DEFIBRILLATOR has been 
installed at Haverhill police 
station. 

It is one of seven of the 
potentially life-saving devices 
handed over to Suffolk Police 
by the East of England 
Ambulance Service. 

The portable device 
automatically diagnoses heart 
arrhythmias and treats them 
using defibrillation, allowing 
the heart to re-establish an 
effective rhythm. 

Each machine has 
instructions but they are 
designed to be easy to use, 
with simple audio and visual 
commands to give guidance in 
the event of an emergency. 

The other machines have 
been installed at police 
stations in Ipswich, 
Stowmarket, Sudbury, 

Hadleigh and Newmarket. 

Jon Needle, community 
partnerships manager with the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service, said: “A defibrillator 
can make a crucial difference 
in the first two or three 
minutes before an ambulance 
crew or community first 
responder reaches a patient 
who isn’t breathing and whose 
heart has stopped. This 
project will undoubtedly save 
lives over the coming months 
and years.” 

The defibrillator will be 
available for public use.

Police link 80 burglaries 


POLICE are launching a campaign 
after detectives linked 80 burgla¬ 
ries, including two in Clare and 
one in Wickhambrook. 

Typical features of these break- 
ins, which took place across Suffolk 
and South Norfolk from November 
last year to April this year, are that 
they occur in rural areas, usually in 
the afternoon or early evening.

They have been linked because of

similarities in the nature of the 
break-ins and forensic evidence 
from crime scenes. 

The burglary in Wickhambrook 
took place on December 19 last 
year, and the two in Clare took 
place in February this year, one on 
Wednesday 25 and one between 
Monday 23 and Friday 27. 

Although police are following a 
number of leads, they are appeal¬ 


ing to local communities to be on 
the look-out for suspicious behav¬ 
iour and to notice people and vehi¬ 
cles who appear out of place. 

Detective Inspector Nick Power, 
of Bury St Edmunds CID said: “This 
is an alarming amount of burgla¬ 
ries, causing misery and distress to 
a vast number of individuals and 
families across Suffolk and also 
into Norfolk. 

“My direct appeal to local com¬ 
munities is to not just ignore some¬ 
thing you see or hear that seems 


out of place. This could include a 
suspicious vehicle outside your 
neighbour’s house or hearing the 
sound of glass smashing nearby. 

“Note down the car registration 
number or description of any sus¬ 
picious persons you may have seen 
and report it to us if you believe it to 
be unusual. These criminals may 
present themselves as genuine 
callers, so if their behaviour seems 
odd then let us know.”

Compelling, frank and wickedly smart, the American stand-up 
tells ELLA WALKER just how hilarious he thinks he's going to be 


THIS WAY: 



T HAT deep southern American 
drawl, all warm and edged by 
laughter, Reginald D. Hunter really 
is quite enthralling. It makes a change - 
comedians can be so intimidating. 

Of course, you can't expect them to be 
hilarious all the time, it can be exhaust¬ 
ing, but more often than not they're dry, 
cutting and far less funny on the phone 
than they are on stage. 

Having seen Georgia-born Hunter spit 
out a chokingly funny set at Latitude Fes¬ 
tival, I was anxious, but the man doesn't 
disappoint in real life. 

Mesmerising to listen to, playful and 
candid, he directs his complete attention 
at you as if, right now, you are the only 
person he has time for, and he plans to 
make you laugh. 

The youngest of nine children, it's a skill 
Hunter put to work earlier than he can 
even remember. "I was probably quite 
small [when I got a taste for entertain¬ 
ing]. I was class clown at the school that 


I went to and I was asked to spend the 
remainder of the period in the hallway on 
a number of occasions..." 

He adds thoughtfully: "People seem to 
wanna fight less when they're laughing." 

Moving to the UK permanently in 1997 
to become an actor, Hunter famously 
abandoned a life of Shakespeare in his 
mid-twenties after being dared to try out 
at a comedy club. He nailed it, made a 
tempting £100 and has been racking up 
TV appearances and touring frantically 
ever since. 

That's not to say his material hasn't 
caused skirmishes of its own. His tour 
posters have been banned on the Lon¬ 
don Underground and several of his gigs 
have been de-named by fretful, censori¬ 
ous venues, anxious about his use of the 


"n" word in show titles. 

As a result, he's regularly dubbed "pro¬ 
vocative" by the press, but doesn't see 
himself, or his material, that way. Consid¬ 
ering his flair for stirring up controversy 
though, he hasn't yet found a line he's 
not willing to cross. 

"To date I have not run across any 
subject matter that I think is off limits. 

The only subject matter that is off limits 
to me is a subject matter that I don't have 
something different to say about or I can 
make funny. I wish I had more austerity 
jokes; I just haven't been able to make 
them funny yet!" 

His current show, "The Man Who 
Attempted To Do As Much As Such", is 
coming to Cambridge Corn Exchange and 
theme-wise he explains he's "partial to 


interweaving things," so expect thoughts 
on family, life, government, taxes and 
stories from his international travels. "It's 
an adventurous show," he says, not giving 
much away. "I'll be different than I've 
been before, I don't know which way but 
I mean, you keep evolving." 

Now 46, does he think he's getting 
funnier with age or is he facing down the 
terrifying predicament of becoming a 
grumpy old man? 

"Oh man, do you know what, that's an 
excellent question young lady," he laughs 
(told you he was a charmer). "I do think 
I'm going to be very funny this year cause 
for the last three or four years I've been 
feeling kinda in a bad mood and I'm 
not in a bad mood no more. I think I'm 
naturally kinda fun-loving."
